The weavers of Coventry are full of busi- 
ness. Those who work in the patent looms 
earn 3 to 4 pounds per week, but those en- 
gaged in common old looms do not get more 
than 10s. per week—so much for improved 
machinery. 

A large amount of Russian, Prussian, and 
Austrian Bonds, bas recently been remitted to 
the Continent, and for the moment checked 
the exportation of gold from London. A paper 
of the 23d of April, however, saysit must soon 
be resorted to again should the Exchange con- 
tinue avainst the country. 

Railways.—The British Premier has pro- 
posed a grant of 1200/.to Mr. McAdam, for 
his improvements respecting roads 

The Ship Canal Company have pufchased, 
for £90,000, seven miles of the Taunton and 
Bridgewater Canal, nearest to Bridgewater, 
which exactly suits the direction of their ca- 
nal. The advantages of this to Taunton will 
be very great; it will give a branch from the 
Ship Canal to Taunton, which will thus be 
rendered in effect a seaport. 

Steam Engines.—\t is caleulated that the 
steam engines now in England, represent the 
power of 320,000 horses, equal to that of 
1,920,000 men--which being managed by 
3,600 men only, adds actually to the power of 
the population 1,884,000 men. 

The government of the Grand Duchy of 
Hesse has taken measures to check the spirit 
of emigration to America, which begins to de 
generate into a real mania. 

A Congress of Sovereigns was to assemble 
at Milan this season. Preparations were mak- 
ing to receive two or three Sovereigns and 
Ministers from Russia, France, Prussia, Den- 
mark, Spain, &c. 

The Government of the Netherlands has 
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lately cast at the iron-works of Siraing, the 


head «f the immense lion that is to ornament 
the grand national monument on the plains of 
Waterloo. The weight of the head alone is 
5000 Ih, or nearly 25 tons; the weight of the 
entire lion will be 60,000 Ibs. or nearly 30 
tons English. - 

Petersburg.—-The Russian census exhibits 
an increase ofgher serfs for the year 1822 of 
upwards of half a million. Amongst the 
deaths are enumerated 213 persons who 
reached the age of 115 to 150 years! An old 
sentiment compares freedom to the air—for 
without it we die. They manage these things 
differently in Moscow, &c.

Late from Peru.—Guavaquil papers to the 
19th of March, and Lima to the ‘Wth have 
been received. From them it appears that 
Olaneta and a body of Rovalists still held out 
in Upper Peru notwithstanding the reports of 
his having agreed to the capitulation. The 
Peruvian Congress opened their session on 
the 10th of February, and the Supreme Court 
of Justice was installed on the 8th. Bolivar 
has again been invested. with the powers of_a 
Dictator until the meeting of the next Con- 
gress which is fixed for some time in the year 
1826. Congress have voted him 1,000,000 of 
dollars, which he twice refused. He was then 
urged to accept and dispose of it in acts of 
beneficence. From aletter addressed by him 
to Congress onthe 12th of February, in which 
he accepts of the Dictatorship, he says that 


Upper Peru, and therefore he shall delegate 
a part of the Supreme Power to a council of 
Government under Lamar as President.” Gen. 
Sanchez had routed and defeatel a body of 
800 troops on their way to join Orlanetta — 
A column of troops who made a sortie from 
Callao, had been driven back after suffering 
a loss of 208. More than 5000 bbls. of flour 
were in Lima, and no sales. The crops in 
Chili have been very abundant. 





Important from Cuba.— We have been in- 
formed by a gentleman of respectability and 
on whose statement we can rely, (says the N. Y. 
Evening Post of Jast Saturday,) that a treaty 
has been concluded between the French and 
Spanish governments, by which the Islands of 
Cuba and Porto Rico are to be occupied, like 
Cadiz, with the troops of the former nation.— 
Of 16,000 French soldiers now in the West 
Indies, 8000 are to be drafted for Cuba, and 
4000 for Porto Rico; and the garrisons now 
occupying these places are to be disbanded 
and sent to Spain, or to some other station.— 
A Frenchman has been appointed to succeed 
Gen. Vives in the government of Cuba, which, 
with Porto Rico, is to be held by the French, 
until the alarm arising from revolutionary 
principles, and from the fear of invasion, las 
completely subsided. Whether Great Britain 
will permit this arrangement to be carried 
into effect, remains to be secn. She has from 
17,000 to 18,000 troops in her West India 
Islands, and a powerful naval force, equal at 
least to that of France and Spain. It is scarcely 
possible that so great a European force can 
continue long on this station, without coming 
jn contact with each other; and if the views 
of the different cabinets are not in union, we 
may expect soon to hear of some decided 
event arising out of the present uncertain 
state of affairs in this quarter of the world.

INTERESTING REMINISCENCE. 

In an account of the loss of the Spring- 
Grove, a whaling ship that was lost on the 
coast of Afiica, on the 235d of November last, 
part of the crew of which was delivered from 
captivity among the Arabs by that ornament 
of humanity, Mr. Wiltshire, the British Con- 
sul at Mogadore, the following paragraph oc- 
curs: 

‘A circumstance is stated by one of these 
rescued men, which is as follows: -He says 
that the Arab Chief in whose lands they fell, 
could speak a little English ; and contrived to 
inform them, that, some years ago, an En- 
glish ship was lost on the African coast, that 
the crew reached the shore to the number of 
three hundred men, wellarmed ; that his own 
tribe, consisting of five hundred men, attack- 
ed them, and were repulsed; that he solicit- 
ed che assistance of a neighboring tribe to 
renew the attack with an additional force of 
{four hundred men; that the British drove 
them back a second time, and were making 
good their reireat for some settle

tlement of se- 
curity, when they athird time surround 
ed by a body of thirteen hundred ; and that 
the British foucht till three fonrths of their 
number fell, and the remainder were cut to 
pieces, after laying down their arms and after 
killing 250 Arabs.

THE SEA HORSE. 

It will be recollected that last week, we 
gave some account of the upsetting of the 
brig Sea Horse in the Delaware. Two ladies 
were in the cabin at the time of the accident;

the quarter deck was cut away. ‘The follow- 
ing statement from the Democratic Press will 
be read with much interest. 

** When the vessel was upset, Mrs. Eber- 
man, far advanced in a state of pregnancy, 
was lying sea-sick on her bed. In a moment 
she was pitched from ‘her birth, and amidst 
midnight darkness, found herself floundering 
in the water, and assailed on all sides by the 
drifting furniture, She heard no sounds but 
those caused by the rushing and dashing of 
the waters—she laid hold of the side of a 
birth, into which, buoyed as she was by the 
water, she scrambled. lt was afterwards as- 
certained that it was the Captain’s birth, and 
fortunately it was a few inches higher than 
any other in the ship. In this birth Mrs. 
Eberman sat with her head against the deck, 
and up to her neck in water. All was silent 
and dark : her sensations were most painful 
and eonfused;sshe supposed the vessel had 
sunk to the bottom of the bay. In this horri- 
ble situation, buried alive, she grasped an or- 
ange, which was floating in the cabin; she 
ate it and it greatly refreshed her. Shé new 
heard a noise over her head and with a cane 
which. she had caucht in the water, she 
struck perpendicularly over her, against the 
under side of the deck. She was answered 
by voices; kope revived; she breathed mone 
freely and her mind became more alive to 
her actual situation. She heard the sound of 
the axe ; it promised her deliverance, but it 
created the most agonizing apprehensions. — 
Her head was touching—was pressed against 
the under siie of the deck, and there it must
